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1 . Claims 1 -85 are presented for examination. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-39, 41-46 and 48-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1, 6, 10, 15, 19, 24, 28, 34, 41, 48, and 67 require the limitation of "scaled 
up and/or down". This phrase is indefinite because it is not clear whether both up and 
down are required, or whether either up or down will suffice. 

Claim 15 depends from claim 9 and requires "the storage medium of claim 9". 
However, neither claim 9 nor any claims from which it ultimately depends recite any 
storage medium. Therefore, the scope of claim 15 cannot be ascertained because of 
lack of antecedent basis for "the storage medium". 
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Claim 38 depends from claim 37 and requires "the power law". However, this 
limitation lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claims 2, 1 1 , 20 and 30 require the formula p = d' x z a 
Where p is a linear size in pixels of one or more elements of the object at the 
zoom level, 

d' is an imputed linear size of the one or more elements of the object in physical 

units, 

z is the zoom level in units of physical linear size/pixel, and 
a is a power law where a t -1 . 

However, if a * -1 then the formula is inoperative because the units on either side 
of the equality do not correspond. For example, p is given in units of (pixel)/(element of 
the object); d' is given in units of (size)/(element of the object); and z is given in units of 
(size)/(pixel). If a = -1 , then the formula can be re-written as p = d' x 1/z making the 
units of the right side of the equality (size)/(element of the object) x (pixel )/(size) which 
calculates to (pixel )/(element of the object) which, now, correspond to the units of the 
left side of the equality (pixel)/(element of the object) which is p. Therefore, for the 
formula to be operative, a must be equal to -1 .
